The accused denied doth charges. 
The Sergeant said’: he was on 
patrol duty in Chung Sau Lane West 
at about 1045 am,-on Saturday, 
when he saw a numberof coolies 
squatting by the side of the road 
gambling.. As hé approached them, 
they got up and ran away.. He grat- 
bed. the-defendant, who struggled 
violently when witness bent down to} 


{pick up the money and‘ cards left 


onthe roadside. Defendant managed 
to break loose, but was followed by 
witness who caught him in Chung 
Sau Lane East, after a thirty yards 
sprint. The defendant again strug- 
gied, but witness, held him. - They 
tripped over a bed which was lying on 
the roadside to dry, and doth fell to 
the ground, Witness 'still. retained 
his bold of the defendant. While on 
the ground, the defendant bit wit- 
ness’s leg. Witness then pulled out 
his truncheon and struck the defen- 
dant several times on the shoulder 
and upper part of the body. The 
defendant continued to siruggie, 
and when witness. pulled out 
his- police whistle to_- summon 
assistance, snatched. it away from 
him, bréaking ‘the ‘catch in 
the chain. A crowd gathered and 
witness had to strike the defendant 


on the head with his truncheon before | 


he could quiet him. No one in. the 
crowd offered to render witness. any 
assistance, and he had to hold on to 
the defendant until the arrival’ of two 
Chinese detectives. The defendant 
renewed his attempts to escape but 
the three of them, removed him to 
the Police Sation, struggling violently 


The defendant said he was not 
gambling. He wis walking slowly 
when the Sergeant grabbed him. He 
did not struggle, and was prepared 
to go with the Sergeant. The latter 
struck him with his truncheon for no 
cause whatever. It was not irue 
that he had snatched the Sergeant's 
whistle or that he had bitten his leg. 

His Worship passed sentence of 
one month's imprisonment with hard 
labour. The sum of $1.54 picked 
up from the ground was confiscated.

This’ fact, it was alleged, was not " 
known to Mr. Williams. At about 
11.45 p.m. while reading in the hall, 
Mr. Williams’ attention, it is said, 
was drawn to the hal! door by.a slight 
noise outside the house. He saw 
two faces peering through the glass 
in the door. Thinking that the men 
outside were burglars, Mr. Williams, | 
snatcHed up a rifle which was lying. 
near by and took a pot. shot at one 
of the men, wounding him in the 
kmee-cap. The wounded’man’s com- 
panion at once called out. to Mr.
